Program Here 


Acceleration of Traffic | 


Flow Is Aim of Local, 
Federal Leaders. 


Pushing toward a co-ordinated 
metropolitan traffic plan that will 
ease Atlanta’s traffic growing 
pains as other progressive cities 
have cured theirs, city, county, 
state and federal officials yester- 
day pledged co-operation in speed- 
ing the day when motorists will 
be able to trayerse the streets rap- 
idly and omfortably without 
nerve-racking jams and wasteful 
tie-ups. 

To accelerate traffic flow, many 
things will have to be done, but 
Joseph Barnett, senior design en- 
gineer of the public roads admin- 
istration in Washington, asserted 
that the main need for Atlanta is 
“free ways’ or limited access 
highways which will move traffic 
swiftly in and out of the down- 
town area. 

Mayor LeCraw, representing the 
city; Troy Chastain, chairman of 
the county commission: Scott 
Candler, DeKalb county commis- 
sioner, and Charles D. Snead, dis- 
trict engineer of the public roads 
administration, all promising im- 
mediate action and aid, were 
among the speakers at a luncheon 
given by Frank Neely, chairman 
of the Fulton county planning 
commission, for Barnett at Rich’s 
tearoom. 

Traffic Kinks. 

LeCraw said the city first wants 
to iron out some bad traffic kinks. 
such as dead-end and off-set 
streets, and Barnett, who has aid- 
ed in planning traffic reforms for 
such cities as Chicago and Detroit. 
told him that many such kinks 
automatically are eliminated when 
limited access highways to the 
heart of a city are built 

Candler urged that the metro- 
politan traffic plan to be evolved 
from facts secured in numerous 
Surveys be rushed to the various 
governments “right away so we 
can get the rights of way.” -Costs 
are increased by delay, he pointed 
out. 

“Atlanta is fortunate in that it 
can obtain rights-of-way at com- 
paratively low cost for limited ac- 
cess highways to the heart of the 
city,” Barnett declared. Explain- 
ing how these “free ways” ;

Barnett said that widening 
streets does not solve traffic prob- 
lems, because, even though more 
lanes of traffic can be handled, 
they still have to stop at every 
intersection. Limited access 
streets, which can be entered only 
every six blocks or so, move such 
traffic much more rapidly. 

Rights of Way. 

The Washington highway expert 
urged that rights-of-way for such 
streets be protected, so that “hot 
dog.stands” cannot clutter up the 
roadsides and jam traffic by pour- 
ing cars onto the streets just any- 
where. 

He added that off-street park- 
ing facilities must be provided in 
some manner but said every city 
has to solve this problem differ- 
ently. 

Snead asked the local officials 
to use all possible speed in agree- 
ing on a long-range traffic plan. 
The federal government will 
match local funds for such 1im- 
provements, he said. 

Mayor LeCraw suggested that 
the city, county and state high- 
wavy department pool their money 
to match the federal funds for this 
purpose, and said he thought the 
state should allocate one cent of 
the gas tax on gas sold in Atlanta 
back to the city for its streets.

Paper Says Hitler Plan 
Used To Hamper De- 
fense in State.

ATHENS, Ga., July 9.—A pa- 
triotie occasion last December at- 
tended by prominent white citi- 
zens officially connected with the 
selective service organization in 
Clarke county and the city gov- 
ernment is being used by “‘profes- 
sional agitators” to stir up racial 

ejudice in Georgia, the Banner- 
Herald reports. 

The Banner-Herald declares 
this “pandering to racial preju- 
dic: is being conducted according 
te the familiar Hitler-Nazi pat- 
tern and will result in endanger- 
ing successful co-operation  be- 
tween white and Negro citizens in 
behalf of the defense of our coun- 
ry, 

“Wandering Agitator.” 

The newspaper report further 
states: 

“Investigation reveals that the 
movement to destroy effective ef- 
forts at national defense by weak- 
ening support of the. selective 
service program is being organ- 
ized by a wandering agitator of 
known subversive sympathies who 
has at times taken a more or less 
prominent part in state political 
campaigns. 

“Conspiracy against effective 
operation of the selective service 
law is punishable in the United 
States court by imprisonment of 
fiv: years in the federal peniten- 
tiary and $10,000 fine, or both. 

“Investigators here have re- 
vealed that the organizer is being 
aided »y one or more local per- 
sons and that the methods em- 
ployed are exactly like those used 
by Nazi agents abroad, and de- 
signed to hamper effective na- 
tional defensive co-operation be- 
tween races in the same commu- 
nity.

Danger of Raids.

But above Edinburgh it changes, 
a reminder that much of Scotland 
is as rough as much of Montana. 
There the home guard has been 
recruited from men who have 
spent their lives fishing and hunt- 
Ing. who give their occupation as 
farming. but who spend far more 
time with trout and salmon flies 
and shotguns than on their farms. 

Mobile Guerrillas. 
This home guard never has been 
trained—as it has in England— 
a part of the regular home 
army. Instead it has becn main- 
ineu as a mobile guerilla force. 
covers a tremendous amount of 
territory, is comprised of men who 
can—and do—track deer-in dense 
forests and hence have no worries 
over tracking parachutisis, and it 
probably has the highest percent- 
age of trained marksmen of any 
force in the world. 

The Highland Home Guard 
prides itself on its irregularity. 
Kilts are worn instead of the bag- 
gy trousers of battle dress. Lord 
Cawdor—his castle gave the name 
to Shakespeare's Thane of Caw- 
dor-—although a regular Army of- 
ficer, is challenged nightly by his 
butler: who is a Home Guard sen- 
oy. 

Co-operating with the Scots in 
defense of the homeland is an 
alien force which after a year fre- 
quently seems more Scottish than 
the Black Watch—the more than 
20,000 Poles, who since the fall of 
France have had their own bit of 
Scotland to defend.

AN AIRFIELD, SOMEWHERE

Alterations Made. 

The British made a few altera- 
tions in the Boeings to increase 
their bomb loads, but basically 
they are the same as when they 
flew the ocean. One pilot dis- 
closed that they ‘‘come in with 
bullets in their machine-guns.” 

The Boeings have a maximum 
speed of about 305 miles an hour, 
a range of 2,000 miles and a bomb 
load of four tons. Pilots pointed 
out that their speed was enou.. 
to escape attack by anything ex- 
cept the fastest German intercep- 
tors. 

The technical innovation which 
surprised the British most was the 
turbo-supercharger which gives 
the motors sea level performance 
at the high altitudes now used 
in bombing raids.

Only a few Americans, in smart 
looking uniforms, had yet been 
seen on the streets of Reykjavik, 
however. 

The capital remained calm, with 
the people watching events with 
interest and understanding.

defense industry. It is the highly skilled work- 
man, the trained mechanic and expert artisan 
who is needed in the factories making guns 
and planes and tanks. It is in this class of 
labor that a shortage is already being felt. 

The WPA is, therefore, wise in its announced 
policy for the coming year. That policy con- 
templates, first of all, the training of WPA 
workers to the point where they are capable 
of satisfactorily filling jobs in private industry. 

When the depression, with its huge mass of 
unemployed, struck this country it was merely 
In accordance with the law of natural selection, 
in industry, that the least valuable and least 
competent workers were turned off first. Thus 
the unemployeds who found refuge with the 
WPA were, in most cases, the poorest types of 
workers, the least efficient. 

It is, of course, not possible to transform an 
untutored hewer of wood or drawer of water 
into a highly skilled mechanic in one year, or 
several. In many cases it is never possible. Yet. 
almost any man can be made capable of per- 
forming work one step above his previous em- 
ployment in skill. By such a process, beginning 
at the bottom, the skill of all American labor 
can be lifted and, as each man moves up in 
ability, there will logically be provided a greater 
number of those at the top of the artisan 
ladder, the type of men. and women, needed 
in most of the jobs of national defense 
industries.

FLOOD OF ENGINES By the fall of this year one American ~ 


airplane engine company expects to 
be producing substantially more airplane horse power than total 
production of all British plants and to be well in line with total 
German production. 

At the conclusion of a recent tour of the major defense plants 
of the east and middle west, I tried to sum up the tour by saying 
that by January 1 the great producing genius of this nation would 
be turning out such a flood of war materials that they would turn 
the tide of the war if England could hold out that long. 

In a letter received yesterday from Frederick B. Rentschler, 
chairman of the board of the United Aircraft Corporation, was the 
amazing and heartening statement about what Pratt & Whitnev 
expects to be producing by autumn. The Pratt & Whitney engine 
Is a radial engine, air-cooled, and is used largely by Navy planes. 
Pratt & Whitney have produced the only 2,000 horse power engine 
available for airplane engines. 

Mr. Rentschler’s letter, in part, is as follows: 

“I sincerely believe our aviation program is coming along satis- 
factorily. As compared to the first World War, the outsianding 
difference now is that we have the nucleus of a sound aviation 
industry which we utterly lacked 20-odd years ago. While a tre- 
mendous expansion is required to meet a war program, we at least 
have something more than a rope to push. 

“The difficult thing for the average person to appreciate is the 
length of time required by newcomers into a field as complicated 
as modern aviation. We must reconcile ourselves that these new- 
comers must be allowed a minimum of 18 months to two years to 
reach anything like substantial production. As against this, ex- 
pansion on the part of the going aviation industry should require 
one-third to one-half of this period of time. 

“It is on this account that during 1941 and through much of 
1942 our real program is dependent upon the aviation industry. I 
think the facts show that this group have.made real progress. It 
is still our best judgment that the monthly horse power output of 
Wright and Pratt & Whitney aircraft alone will substantially ex- 
ceed total British engine production by the fall of this year and be 
quite in line with total German production. This is also true of 
the propeller situation and I believe the airframe makers will keep 
pace with their part of the job. 
| “During 1942 and thereafter the automotive group should add 
importantly to the entire program.”

The Allison engine company also expects, by fall, to be pro- 
ducing as much airplane horse power as Germany. 

They are but two companies producing airplane engines. By 
late fall we will be doubling German production of engines... It ig 
doubtful if the airplane companies will be able to match this pro- 
duction with airplanes, but it must be remembered that surplus 
engines are needed for substitution. At least a fourth of all airplane 
engine production is used as “spares.”’ 

By early spring the airplane companies will be producing enough 
planes to take up much of the slack. They are doing a great job 
as 1t is, and need only the completion and expansion of new plants 
to begin pouring forth a greater-flood of planes. 

In thinking of American defense production it always must be 
remembered that immediate emphasis was on airplane production. 
This was, and is, the greatest English need and the greatest Ameri- 
can need. 

Our needs are somewhat different from those of England. but 
the two needs were so obvious that all priorities and all emphasis 
were directed at airplanes and at airplane engine production.

But feelings cannot change facts, and the simple historical fact 
is that we have depended on England's fleet for almost 140 years, 

Roosevelt didn't originate the idea. 

When friendly and harmless Spain ceded back to France the 
city of New Orleans and the Territory of Louisiana, Jefferson was 
alarmed. To have the conqueror Napoleon a near neighbor on 
this side of the ocean meant a constant threat. 

Jefferson saw only one way to safety. He wrote te Livingston, 
minister in Paris: “‘The day that France takes possession -of 
New Orleans ... seals the union of two nations who, in conjunc- 
tion. can maintain exclusive possession of the ocean. From that 
moment we must marry ourselves to the British fleet ard nation.” 

Two years later he avoided the danger by purchasing Louisiana 
for 60,000,000 francs, thus adding 140 per* cent to our territory 
and giving us all or part of 13 more states. 

A few years later the danger reappeared, when Russia and the 
powers of continental Europe planned the conquest of weak lands 
in the Americas. Then England and the United States, for their 
mutual protection, adopted Jefferson’s original plan and President 
Monroe proclaimed it. 

We call it the Monroe Doctrine, but it was Jefferson’s idea, 
It meant simply that England and America would forever co-op- 
erate and use their combined fleets to protect their land and in- 
terests in this hemisphere from the powers of Europe and Asia. 

It isn’t a one-sided bargain, for our fleet protects England’s 
interests as her fleet protects ours.

Georgia became embroiled in 
another interstate war yesterday 
when Tennessee threatened to 
force Georgia truckers doing busi- 
ness in that state to take out an 
occupational] license and purchase 
Tennessee license piates. 


Although the two states have 
concluded a reciprocal agreement

The 
vessel, which was not further 
identified, was torpedoed about 
two weeks ago, officials of the 
Red Cross said. 

The other two missing women,

N. C., and Miss Maxine C. Loo-

Bombs Leuna Erzatz Gas 
Plant 550 Miles 


From London. 


LONDON, July 9.—()—British |

nights lengthen, made a blazing 
raid on the Reich’s great Ersatz 
gasoline plant at Leuna, the air 
ministry reported today. 

Bombs were said to have fall- 
en in many parts of the Leuna 
plant, which produces nearly 500,- 
000 tons of synthetic 
yearly for Germany's 
and Panzer columns. It is 
Leipzig and about 550 miles from 
London, the most distant target 
raided since the RAF began its 
nonstop attacks on the continent 
June 16. 

Follow Night Attacks. 

Daylight raiders followed up the 
night attacks with new thrusts 
over the channel, including one 
on the power plant near Bethune, 
France. 

S2ven British bombers were re- 
ported lost in the night attacks 
and eight fighters during daylight 
channel skirmishes, but the Brit- 
ish claimed to have shot down five 
German planes during the night 
and 13 today. (DNB, official Ger- 
man news agency, said 17 British 
planes were shot down during 
RAF raids across the channel to- 
day.) 

Striking back in larger numbers 
than in recent attacks, German 
planes bombed the midlands, East 
Anglia, southwest England and 
northeast Scotland. The damage, 
however, was reported to have 
been slight. 

Hamm Yards Bombed. 

In their own punishing 
raids the RAF hammered again 
at targets on which they have 
dropped tons of bombs in repeat- 
ed attacks. The railway yard at 
Hamm was said to have been sub- 
jected to a “very heavy’ raid that 
started large fires. 

The fourth successive night raid 
on Muenster was reported to have 
started a huge fire. At Bielefeld 
bombs burst on buildings adjoin- 
ing the railway station and many 
fires were started, returning pilots 
said. One pilot reported that a 
stick of bombs caused collapse of 
a row of industrial buildings at 
Essen.

Three Chrysler 


Plants Closed 
By CIO Strike 


100,000 Workers May 
Become Involved, Con- 
ciliator Fears. 


By United Press. 


A CIO automobile workers’ 
strike at a Detroit upholstering 
firm yesterday forced the shut- 
down of three Chrysler automobile 
plants, affecting 12,500 men and 
threatening idleness to 100,000 
others. 

The United Automobile Workers 
placed pickets at the plant of Na- 
tional Automotive Fibres, Inc., for 
the ninth day to enforce demands 
for wage gains. About 1,500 men 
were involved. 

Lack of essential materials from 
the struck factory caused _ the 


union officials said 


Chrysler shutdown. Federal La- 
bor Conciliator James F. Dewey 
predicted that if the strike contin- 
ued another day “at least 100,000 
workers will be involved.” 

At Saginaw, Mich., 150 members 
of the CIO steel workers’ union 
halted production on $500,000 
worth of Army and defense plant 
orders at the Wickers' Brothers’ 
Boiler Works. The strike alleged- 
ly was called to protest discrimi- 
nation against a CIO worker, but 
the workers 
would not return until wage gain 
demands were met. 


Settlement negotiations were 
schedeuled, meantime, in the two- 
day strike of CIO steel workers 
at the Newcomerstown (Ohio) 
plant of the Heller Brothers Tool 
Company.
